This letter is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the 
Executive Office for Immigration Review (EOIR) dated April 4, 2019 in which you seek 
correspondence from various program offices generally relating to “family unit” or “FAMU” 
designated cases in removal proceedings. 

A review of our FOIA log indicates that you have filed multiple related requests. 

Pursuant to 28 C.F.R. § 16(h), we are aggregating 2019-30976 with pending 2019-02223 and 
closing this request.
